left absolutely destitute. 
Dentists, too, 
suffered severely . 
M easures are being 
tak en for their relief. 
(if San Francisco’s seventy -six school 
buildings twenty -eight were wiped out 
or m ade useless. 
T he departm ent of 
education has declared the school y ear 
that opened last fall at an end, and has 
announce« an indefinite vacation. 
Street car lines are being ex tended in 
all directions, and the United Railway s 
has p-umisod to give the people within 
a short time a better sy stem of transit 
than ex isted before the fire.

TEACHING PATRIOTISM A DUTY

Large Standing Army Will Nev er Be 
Permanent— Yo nth Must Fight 
Natio n's Battles, 


Superintendent o f Public Instruc 
tio n Alfred Bayliss has issued hie an­ 
nual Memo rial day address and pam­ 
phlet to the scho o ls o f Illino is. Each 
year Mr. Bayliss has addressed such 
a circular to the children, teachers 
and scho o l autho rities o f the sfate. 
This year’s pamphlet co ntains the 
picture o f Linco ln o n the first co v er 
with a sentiment fro m him under- 
n’eath. 
The address o f the superin­ 
tendent himseif fo llo ws. 
He rev iews 
the fo ur wars in which this natio n 
has been engaged hi late years and 
pays particular attentio n to the real 
purpo se o f the civ il war. “Its pur­ 
po se,” he writes, “ was to sav e the 
life o f the natio n. 
There was no al­ 
ternativ e.” 
Speakir.g o f the charac­ 
ter o f the two armies that fo ught in 
the war, he calls attentio n to the fact 
that they were co mpo sed o f citizens. 
“ Few o f the men who fo ught o n eith­ 
er side,” says he, “ were pro fessio nal 
so ldiers.” 
In future wars, Mr. Bay­ 
liss says, this natio n must depend up­ 
o n similar material in any co nflict. 
The yo ung men must fight the bat­ 
tles, fo r it is ho t likely that a great 
standing array will ev er beco me a fix­ 
ed institutio n o f this co untry. Then 
Mr. Bayliss makes this pertinent sug­ 
gestio n co ncerning the duties o f the 
scho o ls in teaching patrio tism: 
"So it beco mes a 
duty o f 
the 
scho o ls to teach bo ys that patrio tism 
includes a willingness to v o lunteer 
when men are needed in a ilghteo us 
cause. 
“But we sto p far sho rt o f o ur duty 
if we thus limit the lesso n in patrio t­ 
ism. Lo yalty to co untry is a co nstant 
fo rce, o perating in time o f peace as 
well as war, and extending to ev ery 
duty o f citizenship. One who merely 
is ready to rise to a great emergency 
is but an imperfect patrio t. There are 
duties o f the citizen in the scho o l 
district, the to wnship, the city and 
the the state, which are always with 
us. 
The o ppo rtunity to die fo r o ur 
co untry is rare. Oppo rtunities to liv e 
fo r her abide. 
Our training fo r citi­ 
zenship, o r 
better in 
citizenship, 
sho uld take no no tice o f these. 
No 
bo dy o f men has ev er set better ex­ 
amples o f go o d citizenship in times 
o f peace than the surv iv ing so ldiers 
o f the civ il war, o n bo th sides.” 
The rest o f the twenty-o ne pages 
are dev o ted to sentiments fro m mili­ 
tary leaders. C. L. Hammo nd, secre­ 
tary o f the United States Flag asso ­ 
ciatio n, writes “The Etiq uette o f the 
Flag.” 
The salute to the flag fo r the 
scho o l is explained. Linco ln’s address 
a t Gettysburg, and sentiments fro m 
Lo gan, Grant, Jo hn Hay, Ro o sev elt, 
and a co uple o f po ems. ‘He Wears 
the Butto n o n His Co at,” and “The 
Blue and the Gray,” are amo ng the 
features. 
Half to ne pictures o f the 
fo ur gro ups o f statuary at the Lin­ 
co ln mo nument are featurse.

Fo r the purpo se o f ed­ 
ucating his children he mo v ed to Co r­ 
do v a, a small to wn in Ro ck Island 
co unty. 
While his wife and chil­ 
dren liv ed in Co rdo v a, Mr. Brewster 
liv ed alo ne o n the farm in East Gro v e 
and tilled the so il and reaped the 
harv ests. 
Mr. Brewster was named after El- 
bridge Gerry, a signer o f the Dec­ 
laratio n o f Independence. 
At the 
time o f his birth the co untry was just 
beginning to reap its rewards 
fro m 
the war o f 18 12, hence bo ys were 
named after pro minent statesmen and 
brav e so ldiers. 
When a bo y Mr. Brewster fo llo wed 
his co mpanio ns to the New England 
wo o len mills, where they fo und em­ 
plo yment. 
He became an expert in 
the business and when he left the 
mills he filled a fo remanship. hav ing 
been pro mo ted fro m the ranks. 
Jan uary 29 th. 
18 49 , the 
yo ung 
man was united in marriage to Miss 
Eddee B. Keyes, a daughter 
o f a 
pro minent New England family. Fo ur 
children were bo rn to Mr. and Mrs. 
Brewster. 
They were: Charles W. 
Brewster, who was at the 
bedside 
when the so ul o f his father fo und 
test with Go d; Laura, who died at 
the age o f ten and was laid away in 
Prairie Repo se; Flo ra H., died in in­ 
fancy, and Edward H., who resides 
in this city. 
Mr. Brewstet was the seco nd child 
in his father’s family, his father dy­ 
ing when Elbridge was sev en years o f 
age.

O N E O F N A T U R E ’S TO O LS. 


How T « a ie U Are lined In Ftnlfthing 
Different Cloths. 
Gro wing by the wayside yo u will o f­ 
ten see that stately, spiny lo o king 
plant, the teazel, but I wo nder ho w 
many kno w that it has helped to finish 
many a piece o f clo th they wear. 
We are apt to think o f a to o l as 
so mething o f man’s make, yet here is 
o ne o f nature’s o wn, and no thing has 
ev er been manufactured to successful­ 
ly take its place. 
Fo r ages the teazel 
has been used fo r fulling clo th—that 
is, raising the “nap”—and the manu­ 
facturers refer to “nap go o ds” thus 
treated as “gigged.” 
When ripe, the dried spike heads are 
gathered, packed carefully in bundles 
and shipped iu all directio ns to facto ­ 
ries. 
The v ariety mo stly used hav e 
the extreme end o f the spikes ho o ked 
o r curv ed backward. 
This is called 
“fullers’ teazel.” These heads fo rm a 
so rt o f brush and are attached to a 
wheel 
o r 
cylinder—which 
rev o lv es 
against the surface o f the clo th, and 
these curv ed spikes catch part o f the 
threads and pull them up, making a 
fuzzy nap. This is trimmed do wn and 
leav es that so ft, v elv ety finish to the 
clo th. The spikes hav e strength eno ugh 
and elasticity, but when they co me In 
co ntact with a ro ugh place in the clo th 
they break and so av o id tearing the 
material. Try as they may, no o ne has 
ev er been able to inv ent a to o l po ssess­ 
ing all o f these q ualities, so the teazel 
stands unriv aled fo r that use. 
The 
plant as we see it gro wing wild lo o ks 
perhaps at first glance so mewhat like 
a thistle, but it really has a dignity 
and character all its o wn. The heads 
in flo wer are co v ered with a ftnffy 
do wn, lav ender o r white, and as the 
blo sso ms dro p spikes appear until lat­ 
er it fairly bristles. The leav es, po int­ 
ed and spiked, sho o ting o ut each side 
o f the stem, meet at the base and fo rm 
a little basin in which is usually wa­ 
ter. So we hav e the name o f the plant 
fro m the Greek “dipsacus,” meaning 
thirsty, and many o ther fanciful o nes, 
such as Venus' cup, Venus' bath, wo o d 
o r church bro o ms, gypsy co mbs, clo th­ 
ier’s brush, etc.—St. Nicho las.

He was a nativ e of 
the New Hampshire “Peace City,” from 
which place he came to Boston in early 
manhood and later engaged In the liv ­ 
ery business off School street. He was 
a genial, social, activ e young man, and

and professional men of the city were 
his friend* and patrons. 
Daniel Web­ 
ster, then in the fullness of his mas­ 
terly 
manhood, 
was his particular 
friend and most fav ored patron. 
One 
year Webster early engaged to deliv er 
the Fourth of July oration in the city. 
A public procession was then an im­ 
portant feature of the celebration, and 
the orator of the day was the chief 
person of distinction in the parade. In 
those days there were no four wheeled 
v ehicles for conv enience or for pleas­ 
ure. A chaise’ was the proper carriage 
for gentlemen to use. 
Webster was 
popular and proud as popular. He saw 
no chaise in the city as good as he de­ 
sired to appear in on that important 
occasion, and therefore he ordered one

RICHARD BURBAGE, 


H« ? W n a Great Actor au« l Shake- 
» peare'i Leading: Star. 
March 10, 1018 or 1019, Richard Bur­ 
bage, player, died at Shoreditch, Lon­ 
don. 
The first of the great English tragic 
actors, Burbage was in ev ery way 
worthy to head the long roll of Eng­ 
land’s famous players. The son of an 
actor, the friend and companion of 
Shak espeare, it was through him that 
many of the heroes of the dramatist 
first spok e to the eager playgoers who 
thronged the Glol>e theater. 
He was 
the original of Romeo, Hamlet, Lear. 
Othello, 
Macbeth, Shylock , Richard 
III. and many other of Shak espeare’s 
leading 
characters, 
and 
Ins 
name 
stands next to that of the great poet 
in the licenses for acting granted by 
James I. in 1003 to the company of the 
Globe theater. 
His powers as an actor were not bis 
only claim to distinction, for he was 
also a successful painter. The fame of 
his abilities held a prominent place in 
theatrical tradition for many years, a 
poem in his honor, dedicated to one of 
the great players of the day, being 
written as late as the time of Charles II. 
His death, which was probably the 
result of paralysis, caused the poets to 
turn their thoughts to his successful 
career, and It is from the numerous 
elegies then written that most of the 
Information concerning him must be 
gathered. 
Few players hav e ev er had 
the good fortune to be so well lik ed by 
the dramatists of their time, and all 
praised him, one ev en lamenting that 
his death “hath made a v isible eclipse 
of playing." 
A shrewd, careful man in his busi­ 
ness affairs. Burbage left an estate 
producing a yearly income of £ 300, a 
large sum for a player in those days to 
bequeath to his heirs. 
Belov ed and 
respected by all, he surv iv ed his great 
master by only a few years, his grav e 
bearing the simple, expressiv e epitaph, 
“Exit Burbage.” — London Saturday

The Difference net ween Reflecting 
nml R efra cting Kind*. 
A v ery pretty little experiment which 
illustrates the two methods of forming 
an optical image and by way of cor­ 
ollary illustrates the essential differ­ 
ence between refracting and reflecting 
telescopes may be performed by any I 
one who possesses n reading glass and 
a magnifying hand mirror.

By mov ing it to and 
fro a little you will be able to And a 
distance corresponding to the focal 
length of the lens, at which a picture 
of the window is formed on the paper, 
j This picture,-or image. wilLl)£ upside 
■ down because the rays of light cross 
at the focus. By mov ing the glass a 
f little closer to the wall you will cause 
the picture of the window to become 
indistinct, while a beautiful image of 
( the houses, trees or other objects of the 
outdoor world beyond will be formed 
upon the paper. We thus learn that tbe 
distance of the image from the lens v a­ 
ries with tbe distance of the object 
whose image is formed. In precisely a 
j 
similar manner an image is formed at 
the focus of the object glass of a re- j 
fractlng telescope. 
Tak e next your magnifying or con- i 
cav e mirror, and, detaching the sheet 
> 
of paper from the tv all, hold it nearly 
in front of the mirror between the lat- 
j 
ter and the window. When you hav e 
adjusted the distance to the focal ' 
length of the mirror, you will see on 
image of the window projected on the 
paper. By v arying the distance as be­ 
fore you will be able to produce at will 
pictures of nearer or more remote ob- i 
jects. It is in this way that images are 
, formed at the focus of the mirror of a 
reflecting telescope.

Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im­ 
portant 
coloring 
substauce 
in 
the 
world, for upon this substance depend 
the characteristic activ ity of plants, the 
sv ntbesis of complex compounds from 
carbon dioxide and water process, upon 
which the existence of all liv ing things 
is ultimately conditioned. Only in a 
v ery few unimportant forms dev oid of 
chlorophyll can the synthesis of com­ 
plex from simple compounds or from 
the elements be accomplished. 
The 
function of chlorophyll may only be 
comprehended when Its chief physical 
properties are understood. These may 
be best illustrated by placing a gram 
of chopped leav es of grass or geranium 
In a few cubic centimeters of strong 
alcohol for an hour. 
Such a solution will be of a bright,

It is by examination of 
light which has passed through a solu­ 
tion of chlorophyll, howev er, that the 
greatest insight into its physical prop­ 
erties may be gained. If such a ray of 
light Is passed through a prism and 
spread out on a screeu, it may be seen 
thut there are sev eral large interv als 
of dark bands in the spectrum. The 
rays of light which would hav e occu­ 
pied these spaces hav e been absorbed 
by the chlorophyll and conv erted into 
heat and other forms of energy. This 
energy is directly av ailable to the pro­ 
toplasm containing the chlorophyll, and 
by means of it the synthesis of com­ 
plex substance may be accomplished.

Buried liid tr Water. 
The most curious experiment ev er 
made with a piece of ordnance was at 
Portsmouth, England.

depth of six feet, the gun was tired by j 
means of electricity. 
We said “aimed 
at a target,” but the facts are that 
there were two targets, but only one 
was erected for this special experiment, 
the other being the hull of an old v es­ 
sel, the Griper, which lay directly be­ 
hind the target and In range of the ball. 
The target itself was placed only twen­ 
ty-fiv e feet-from the muzzle of the gun. 
It was composed of oak beams and 
plank s ami 
was twenty-one inches 
thick . 
In order to mak e the old Griper in­ 
v ulnerable o sheet of boiler plate three 
inches thick was riv eted to the water­ 
logged hull In direct range with the 
course the ball was expected to tak e if 
not deflected by the water. 
On all of 
these—the oak en target, the boiler 
plates and the old v essel hull—the ef­ 
fect of the shot from the submerged 
gun was really startling. TJie wooden 
target 
was 
pierced 
through 
and 
through, and the boiler Iron target was 
brok en into pieces and driv en Into its 
“back ing,” the ball passing right on 
through both sides of the v essel, mak ­ 
ing a huge hole, through which the wa­ 
ter poured in torrents. Tak en altogeth­ 
er, the experiment was an entire suc­ 
cess, demonstrating, as it did, the feasi- 
I bility of placing submerged guns in 
j harbors in time of war and doing great 
! damage to the v essels which an enemy 
might dispatch to such points for the 
purpose of 
shelling 
cities.—London 
Spectator.
